PENETRATE AT 


Raids on 
Targets 
at Naples 


ESTERDAY’S Allied Air com- 
muniqué stated :—‘‘ Airfields, 
roads and railway vehicles 

in the Naples area were attacked 
by heavy bombers and long-range 
fighters. 

““In Southern Italy bombers and 
fighter-bombers attacked enemy gun 
positions, road tiunsport and targets 
of opportunity. No opposition from 
enemy fighters was encountered, but 
over the Straits of Messina in the 
afternoon a number of enemy air- 
craft were intercepted. Eight of them 
were destroyed. 

“The attack on enemy airfields iu 
the Naples area was continued iast 
night by our light bombers. Two 
othor enemy aircraft were destroyed 
during the day. Si- of our aircraft 
are missing.’ - 

Reuter’s Special Correspondent at 
Allied Headquarters states that 
heavy attacks by /'lied aircraft dur- 
ing the past. fortnight have done 
crippling damage to the Italian rail- 
way system. A direct hit on a 
bridge has cut the main line track 
from Bolzano, important centre 30 
miles south of the Brenner, to 
Trento, 25 miles further south, and 
deprived the Germans of their main 
supply line from Germany. 

Roads as well as railways have 
been badly hit. A concrete road 
bridge over the Adige has been de- 
stroyed and a highway viaduct 
blocked by two hits. 

The main Verona-Bolzano line is 
blocked by four craters, and the 
lines from Pisa to Florence, 
Leghorn, Spezia and Marina di Pisa 
are all blocked, the correspondent 
adds, 

Co-operating with the ground 
forces, the Tactical Air Force on 
Saturday ranged all over the 
Italian “toe,” attacking Axis strong 
points and transport. Allied air 
power has now spread far ahead of 
the advancing troops.

government to co-operate once again 
with the free nations in Europe.”’ 

The appeal expresses the hope that 
the overwhelming need for post-war 
international working-class solidarity 
will cause Congress to defeat the 
resolution by an _ overwhelming 
majority. ‘‘Unilateral disarmament,”’ 
it states, ‘‘ will not secure peace. It 
will make certain a resurgent 
nationalism. The resolution will 
make another war inevitable. We 
urge Congress to take no action 
which will prolong the war.” 

The resolution is to come up on 
Friday. 

An amendment by the Railway 
Clerks’ Association, making the 
Nazis, and not the German uution, 
responsible for the war and its 
crimes, is expected to result in a 
close vote.

The German communiqué said that 
in some quarters of Greater Berlin 
considerable damage and. losses 
among the population were caused, 
and that 27 ya so were shot down. 

According to the P.A. Corre- 
spondent, “it was Berlin’s fiercest 
attack. An. all-Lancaster force 
turned the target area into a blazing 
inferno that could be seen from the 
German coast,” he said. 

It was the third major blow in 
twelve nights, and night fighters 
were few compared with the two 
previous attacks. The raid was 
described by the Berlin  Corre- 
spondent of Aftonbladet as ‘* per- 
haps the heaviest so far,” 

even attacks werd Carried out on 
highly important railway centres. in 
Northern France and Belgium on 
Saturday by British and American 
bombers. The attacks, which went 
on from dawn to dusk, were the 
most intensive of the war on com- 
munications across the Channel.

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Smuts on 
War Aims 
of the Allies 


1 will probably take us at least 
| another year to win final 
victory, said General Smuts in a 
broadcast on Saturday last, when he 
surveyed four years of war. “ This 
will be the year of intensest efiort, 
and perhaps ot very heavy losses. 
The fortress of Europe is our main 
objective, and ats assault will mean 
the climax of all our fighting. 

“If this war, now entering its 
fifth year, is not to drag on until 
the world is. completely exhausted 
and the foundations of our civilisa- 
‘lons ure endangered,”’ he said, ** we 
shall have to force it to a canclusion 
this year, by a concentration of all 
the means in our power. Time has 
now become the essence of victory. 

“- Air attack is already laying in 
ruins one after another of the great 
German industrial and munitions 
centres. With our increasing ten:po 
vf bombing, most of the great 
ecntres wall, in another twelve 
months, be in ruins, if not non- 
existent. if German internal morale 
broke in 1918, when Germany was 
intact, and had escaped all ths 
ravages. of war which she had in- 
flicted on her neighbours, how long 
will she endure a devastation worse 
than that of the ‘Thirty Years War? 

“The fortress of Europe: will die- 
appear physically before this air 
onslaught by night and day. And its 
effects on civilian morale will he 
even more - devastating than its 
physical effects. Already, a nation- 
wide wail is going up from this 
blitz, which is more than human 
nature can bear, and which even 
scars the imagination. 

‘Apathy, disillasion and despair 
ure heginning to grip the people, 
who see victory and .its conquests 
going; who have seen Mussolini aad 
Fascism go; who now watch the 
immense forces of east and west 
marching * towards the fortiess of 
Farope. Faith in the  Fuehrer, 
bélief in the promises of the new 
order is going fast. But there is 
a more—something deeper 
still. 

“The Germans are a great people, 
and have for centuries taken a Jead- 
ing part in most of the lines of the 
great European advance. They are 
not all Nazi monsters, moral per- 
verts or ‘devil worshippers, infected 
with the Satanic virus of Hitler. 
There is ‘another and better 
Germany, which must have passed 
through hell in witnessing this 
brutal and lawless inhumanity of 
their people.

Masseu tanks, rolling through the 
fields of the Northern haill, were 
yesterday clearing a path 100 miles 
wide to the Dnieper for the advanc- 
ing Red Army, says Reuter. 

The Red Army, in a day and nignt 
onslaught, cleared the Germans out 
of large sectors in the heart of the

Third, though the Red 
Army has inflicted very heavy losses 
on the German Army, the latter is 
not on the verge of collapse. 

“The Germans,” said Colonel 
Vorobiev, “will certainly put up 
tremendous resistance at Zaporozhe, 
the Dnieper dam town, which isthe 
key for the whole of the south 
country east of the Dnieper, as well 
as the Crimea. While local German 
offensives are still possible, wide 
offensive operations by them are at 
present out of the question.”

I need not say that the continued 
and increasing supply of paper of a 
reasonably good quality which the 
undertaking and completing of this 
additional work enabled us to give 
to the trade is greatly appreciated, 
as well as being a valuable contribu- 
tion to the national economy in 
keeping up the-supply of a vital 
material, and in addition enabling 
us to give employment to almost 
twice the number of our normal pre- 
war staff. 


RAW MATERIAL 


In connection with the supplies of 
raw material, | am pleased to say 
that sufficient supplies of straw have 
been available, but the quantities 
of waste paper received have been 
anything but satisfactory.. Your 
directors recognise that the flow of 
waste paper must necessarily 
diminish, after four years of war; 
but they are far from satisfied that 
the collection of this material, 
essential for the agg of the 
necessary paper during the euier- 
gency, is being handled as efficient!y 
as it should, despite the greatly 
increased prices per ton paid to the 
firms engaged in this work, In view 
of the success attending the exten: 
sive organisation of waste paper 
collection in England, it is felt that 
some such countrywide and intensive 
organisation is overdue here if the 
paper mills are to get sufficient 
waste paper to enable them to keep 
up even a minimum supply of ‘paper 
for public. needs during the emer- 
gency. It is everyone’s duty to 
assist in “this matter, and not a 
scrap of paper should: be destroy ed. 

{ am pleased to be able to inform 
you that me directors have just 
completed benevolent scheme 
based on máil contributions from 
the stafis and the company. This 
scheme is designed to give valuable 
halp to members of the staff in 
times of sickness, and in other wavs 
to provide for their well-being and 
happiness.
